what lay behind his sudden ultima­ 
tum to Servia, however, is by no 
means so obvious. 
It came unex ­ 
pectedly , a lightning flash, as

were, out of an almost clear sky . 
At the moment when it struck, to 
show how little it was anticipated, 
the outburst of popular indignation 
against Servia immediately follow­ 
ing the assassination of Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand was 
subsiding. 
The premier of both Austria 
and 
Hungary had even dispelled the fear 
of war, both within the borders of 
the dual empire and abroad. 
Emperor 
William, 
closest 
and 
most powerful ally of Austria-Hun­ 
gary , had evidently 
accepted 
the 
situation as one without the slight­ 
est serious threat for he had started 
on his annual trip to remote Seandi- 
navan waters on his y acht Iloben- 
zollern. 
Czar Nicholas, a writer in 
the New York Times points out, 
was 
cruising with his consort 
off 
the 
coast of Finland. 
‘‘‘President Poin­ 
care,” continues 
the writer, . 
“ was 
steaming in* 
if 
leisurely 
fashion 
across the Baltic, on board a French 
battleship, from Kromstadt, to pay 
a series of visits to the courts of 
Stockholm, Christiania, and Copen­ 
hagen, accompanied by his premier, 
M. Viviani.

H is tory a s She Is W rote . 
A tex t bo o k o f bisto ry , written by 
o ne Ilajav ski, fo r Russian scho o ls, co n­ 
tains so me ex trao rdinary statements, 
amo ng them these, which the Lo ndo n 
Star translates: 
‘Lo uis XVI. was a peaceable and 
g entle mo narch, who , in the co urse o f 
his lo ng reig n, sho wed himself particu­ 
larly skillful in finding ex pert minis­ 
ters o f finance. 
Lo v ed and ho no red 
by his peo ple, the ag ed mo narch died 
suddenly after a g lo rio us reig n as the 
result o f a fit o f apo plex y . 
lie was 
succeeded by his so n, Lo uis XV11., 
who was o blig ed to co nduct sev eral 
wars, wherein the captain o f his ho sts, 
the ro y al marshal, Napo leo n Bo na­ 
parte, co nquered a g reat part o f Eu 
ro pe fo r his king . Napo leo n, ho wev er, 
abused his po wer and made a public 
attempt to rebel ag ainst bis lieg e lo rd 
and to co mpass his o wn ambitio us 
ends. 
Under the leadership o f Alex ­ 
ander I., king and auto crat o f all the 
Kussias, the g eneral was depo sed, de­ 
priv ed o f all bis ho no rs and dig nities 
and all claims to pensio n. 
He was

Count Alops Karoly l, spent so many 
y ears as ambassador to the court of 
St. James. 
Hi- family dates from 
the end of the fifteenth 
century , 
when it received, first of all nobility 
of the holy Roman empire, and a 
few y ears later a barony 
thereof. 
In H id the Berchtolds were 
still 
further elevated to 
the 
rank 
of 
counts of the holy Roman empire, 
and settled in Hungary , where they 
became members of 
the 
Magvar 
nobility and invested with seats at 
the table of magnates (the Hungar­ 
ian house of lords) in the early part 
of the reign of Maria Theresa. 


Count Berchtold came into great­ 
est prominence when, as ambassa­ 
dor to St. Petersburg, he 
was 
in­ 
structed to hand in person to Nicho­ 
las II that autograph letter from his 
own sovereign, announcing the in­ 
corporation of the Ottoman prov­ 
inces of Herzegovina and Bosnia in­ 
to the dual empire. 
This was in 
1008 . 
A little later he came again 
into the limelight when he was com­ 
missioned to notify the 
czar 
that 
unless he immediately brought pres­ 
sure to bear upon Serv ia, forcing her 
to demobilize her army , and t<> with­ 
draw it from the Austrian boundary 
line,the Austrian army would forth­ 
with invade Russia territory . 
Thi- 
message was backed up by an in­ 
timation from the kaiser to Kiuperor 
Nicholas, informing him 
that 
by 
virtue of the terms of his alliance

subjected to the most insulting kind 
of ostracism by St. Petersburg so­

The drea m of universa l pea ce is 


not new. 
Seven centuries before the 


birth of J esus the prophet 
Miea h 


predicted a time when “ they sha ll 
bea t their swords into 
plowsha res 
a nd their spea rs into pruninghooks; 


na tion sha ll not lift up 
a 
sword 
a ga inst 
na tion, neither sha ll lea rn 
wa r a ny more.” 
From tha t time to 
this poets, philosophers, ma ny sta te- 


men 
a nd 
even some soldiers 
ha ve 
ra ised their voices a ga inst wa r. 
In 
our own country Fra nklin decla red 
tha t there ha d never been a good 
wa r or a ha d pea ce. 
Gen Gra nt, who 
will ra nk with the grea t ca pta ins of 
history, told a friend he hoped to be 
remembered longest by his sha re in 
the trea ty of Wa shington, which he 
believed wa s a n epocha l stride in the 
direction of universa l pea ce.

us ha ve pea ce” wa s one of the most 
striking uttera nces of this grea t s ol ­ 
dier.

History as She Is Wrote. 


A test book of history, written by

"LiHlis XVI. was a peaceable and 


gentle monarch, who, in the course of 
his long reign, showed himself particu- 
larly skillful in finding expert minis- 
ters of finance. 
Loved and honored 


by his people, the aged monarch died 
suddenly after a glorious reign as tbe 
result of a fit ot ppoplexy. lie was 
succeeded by his son, Louis XVII., 
who was obliged to conduct several 
wars, wherein the captain of bis hosts, 
the royal marshal, Xapolcon Bona- 
parte, conquered a great part of Eu- 
rope for bis king. Napoleon, however, 
abused bis power and made a public 
attempt to rebel against his liege lord 
and to compass his own ambitious 
ends. Dnder the leadership of Alex- 
ander I., king and autocrat of all tbe 
Kussias, the general was deposed, de- 
prived of all his honors and dignities 
and all claims to pension. 
He was 


banished to St. Helena." 


First Omnibus. 


"Omnibus" was an almost brand 


new word in its modern sense when 
Shillibeer took it from the French in 
1S29, and in France the name pos- 
sessed a special significance for those 
who knew their history, for from IGT'J 
to 10TG Paris had already seen a regu- 
lar service of roomy public vehicles, 
"caresses a cinq sous." 
Only these 


predecessors of tbe modern bus were 
not "omnibus"—for all. 
The letters 


patent which instituted them for the 
benefit of middle class people laid 
down that they were not to be used by 
soldiers, lackeys or any other wearers 
of livery or artisans and 
laborers. 


These exclusive vehicles faded out ot 
existence, and the new ones, wbich 
were started. In Paris in 1S2S. were 
named "omnibus" expressly to signify 
their democratic character. — London 
Chronicle. 


Crockett Wouldn't Have Maggie.

Beat tbe eggs find pour them 
over. Pack this into a kettle or mold, 
cover and boll or steam continuously 
for two hours.
